A subsequent tolegram further 
states that ‘tho German Press oxpresses 
itself favorably to: the. idea, and it might 
therefrom be imagined that no feasible 
objection to the. accomplishment of the 
Project cnn exist. The whole subject ‘had, 
owever, been the subjedt of a long and 
thoughtial discussion in the pages of that 
remarkable magazine the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury some. mouths before it assumed the 
tangible form it seema now to have dono, 

Under the title of “ Our Route to India,” 
Mr Edward Dicey opened. in a recent 
number of: the Contemporary Review a, dis- 
oussion which has been continued in eub- 
sequent numbers of that mogazino up to 
tho latest which is to hand, The osten- 
sible subjeot is the maintenance of the Suez 
Conal as a means of acogss to be under all 
cironmetances available for England -to 
xeach India; It is indicative of the elight’ 
appreciation in which the. Australian colo- 
nies are still regarded in political circles in 
Great Britain, that in the whole series of 
papers of which Mr Dicey’s was'tho pre- 
cursor, the importance of the canal as a 
route to Australia is never touched upon. 
Mr Dicey states the subject matter of the 
enquiry he undertakes a8 follows :—* A 
war has begun’ which may possibly end in 
tho overthrow of the Ottoman Empire. 
This overthrow would weaken, if not 
imporil, England’a hold on Indis, How 
then are the British to protect themsolves 
against the peril involved in tho possible 
suacess of Ruasia ?” 

To this question Mr Dicey addresses 
himself in detail, and arrives at the con- 
olusion thatthe. only sufficient means 
would be a British oconpation of Lower 
Egypt. Neutralisation of the canal he 
shows to be fallacious aa a remedy for the 
evils threatened, because the effect of such 
an -arrangement would be to close the 
passage ‘against Britiah wat ships, trans- 
ports, and vessels carrying munitions, ot 
the very time when free use of the canal 
would be mostrequired, | Maritime stations 
at the entrance of. the canal, ho indicates 
as being equally vain, because, given 
twenty-four hours’ time, a company of 
sappors and miners making ‘a dash for ap 
part of tho canal along its whole len 
could inflict an smonat of damage which 
would render it unnavigable, and could not 
bo repaired for weeks or months, Ho argueg 
that, for reasons which ho details, England 
could at this moment do what she could not 
have done for the last seventy-five years— 
that is, take possession of Egypt. without 
war with’ France. Russia and Germany: 
Mr Dicey advances, would readily enough

The effect of Mr Dicey’s paper was to 
bring down upon him all the literary than- 
ders of Mr Gladstoné's pamphletted in- 
dignation, and accordingly, in a later 
number, of the Nineteenth Century, we find 
not only a further development of Mr 
Dicey's scheme in an additional paper by 
himself, but a fierce onslaught and re- 
monstrance over the signature of tho ex- 
Preinier. of England. “ Aggression in 
Egypt and Freedom in theHast,” which is 
the title of Mr Gladstone’s bolt, that gontle-

Mr Gladatone’s paper is diffuse and not 
convinging, but Mr. Dieoy’s tejoinder, 
whioh appears in the September number 
of the Nineteenth Century is chargeable 
with the same weaknesses, and adds 
nothing to the advantage which we con- 
ceive to have rested with him up to that 
point, A fresh ally, however, in this latest 
number appears upon the ficld to range 
himself beside Mr. Gladstone, and in 
“Germany and Egypt” by Baron von 
Bunsen, a review of the case from a ‘Ger- 
man point of view, Mr Dicoy’s theories are, 
to our view, almost demolished. 

After a disclaimer of writing with the 
authority of official utterance, Baron Bun- 
sen agrees at once with Mr Dicey that 
Germany would’ not hinder British ocou- 
pation of Egypt. German policy, he states, 
might have reasons for speeding instead of 
abesdng such a step, But he distinctly 
asserts that when England demands the 
Sultan's renunciation of tho sovereignt; 
over Lower Egypt, she opens the hobs 
Eastern question—she demands far more 
than Russia; that, in fact, whilst the 
opening of the Dardanelles, the autonomy 
of the Trans-Balkan provinces, the loss 
even of Armenia, weakens, but does not 
break up the Ottoman Empire, the im- 
mediate consequence of an English ocous 
pation of Egypt breaks it up.’ The time 
would thén have inevitably arrived for 
Ttaly, for Greebe, and for France to set 
forth their claims. Itely, Baron Bunsen 
asserts, has sonreel; 
eagerness to extend her dominions either 
across the Adriatio or across the Mediter- 
ranean, Greece regarda tho Islands, tho 
Epirus, and Thessaly as indispensable for 
her healthy development. . France if would 
bo e mistake to disregard, and to do 20 
would leave a sting which nothing could 
remove. France wonld require Syria a9 
a sop. .More than this, the fluctuating 
force of the objections held in Austria 
to tho increase of the Slav clement would 
probably bo so decreased in, view of such 
distributions progreasing ‘as practically to 
disappoar, and Austria would require Bosnia 
and Herzegovina for her share. In fine, 
Baron Bungen sums up that the whole 
Eastern question, once opened up by the 
action proposed for England by Mr Dicey, 
could only be rectused by a resettlement of 
the map oftEorope, Asia, and Africa, ‘This 
might be effected without a European war, 
But England should consider the peril that 
it might not, : i 

Such, in brief, is a resumé of ono of the 
most remarkable: controversies over waged 
in periodical literature. Baron Bunsen 
regards tho principle to have been already 
virtually settled that England shall -bo 
unfettered in the use of the Suez Canal for 
peace or war. This is his last sentence, 
and his. weakest, He asks that England

It will be perceived, from: perusal of the 
above review of the arguments for and 
against the talked-of annexation, that the 
course is by no means so clear and free 
from difficulty aa would appear ata first 
consideration, Tho concurrence of German 
sentiment, as expressed in the journals of 
that nation, is, read by the light of Baron 
Bunsen’s essay, robbed of most of its 
encouraging aspect, and means na more than 
that Germany is well content that England 
should take the risk of oodasioning an 
embroglio which would array against her 
the national sontiment of more than one of 
the Great Powers, and of which no doubt 
the German Chanocellerie, which keeps a 
tolorably tight hand on the Press, aro 
satisfied can be turned to the advantage of 
the Teutonic empire.
